TO UNITED STATES SHOWS 
_ HEAVY LOSSES DUE TO WAR.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—Germany, Austria, Ireland and Rus- 
sia, natives of which made up more than 59 per cent of the coun- 
try’s total foreign-born population ten years ago, showed heavy 
losses in the number of their natives-in the United States during 
the last ten years, Immigration Bureau statistics show. The losses 
aggregated almost .2,000,000 and are believed to have been due 
largely to the World. War. 

German-born showed a loss of $13.0! 033; heichitnay borm a lose 
of 600,014; Irish-born, a loss of ‘316,571, and Russian-born, & loss 
of 203,783. Notwithstanding this heavy loss, the country’s total 
foreign-born population, as just announced in a preliminary state- 
ment prepared for Congress, showed an increase of 358,442, or 2.6 
per cent, the total number of foreignrborn being 13,703,987. The 
increase ie believed to have been the emaliest both in number and 
percentage ever recorded for any decade.

Can Farm Bureau Federation, 
which has been in session in this 
city for the past two weeks, indorsed 
the principles of the McFadden- 
Kenyon Rural!

COTTON BY-PRODUCTS 
ARE NOW VALUABLE. 


EXPERTS FIND USE FOR ALL 
BUT DUST AND DIRT; OI 
IS IMPORTANT. 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—Cotton 


experts have devised methods for 


using everything about a ton of cot- 
ton except the 146 pounds of dust 
and dirt and volatile substances that 
are thrown eway or vanish into 
thin air during the process of manu- 
facture. 

Specialista of the Bureau of Mar- 
kets, United States Department of 
ture, have estimated that the 
actual cotton in a ton of unginned 
product weighs only 700 to 750 
pounds, the remaining 1250 to 1300 
pounds seeds. During the 
“cotton year” ending July 81, 1920, 

average yield for the United 
States for one jon of cottonseeds 
was seventy-six pounds of linters, 
302 pounds of oil, 906 pounds of 
cake and meal and 570 pounds of 
hulls tn addition to the 146 pounds 
of foreign matter and volatile sub- 
stances. These proportions vary 
from year to.year. 

Cottonseed was formerly of lit- 
tle commercial value, but there are 
now some 600 plants in the United 
States, where it is manufactured. 
Even after ginning. a short fuze 
clings to the seeds.

LETTER ONLY OF 
DRAMA IN BIBLE FEATURE.

When you were a child and went 
haps, to give you colored “pictures 
showing incidents from jhe Bible, 
or perhaps you had a history of the 
Scriptures illustrated in colors. 
Sometimes the pictures were good 
and sometimes they were poor, but 
at leust they probably served the 
Purpose of stimulating your imagi- 
nation and interesting you in. the 
great drama of the ages. 

t wish I could say as much as this 
for “Behold the Man!" which is 
showing this week at Miller's Thee 
ter.

They 
are tiring as a rule, and particular- 
ly where they’ lack life as in this 
feature. 

No story ever held greater po- 
tency for an inspirationa] 
drama than the Christ story, but its 
telling must be done with all the 
variety of portraiture that pictures 
have at their command. The cast 
must be above reproach in its re- 
semblance to the paintings of the 
masters. We cannot have a 8t. 
Joseph that looks like an ex-brewer 
as does the one in this feature.

If New York were all that the 
movies would have it, what a place 
it would be!
